HILE roast goose is general­ 
ly • accepted as the finest 
dinner imaginable, the goose 
Is not and should not he classed as 
the rich man’s bird, lie is a voracious 
eater and will feed on vegetation and 
other refuse left by even sheep anil 
hogs. 
He loves water but thrives 
just the same without a 
pond or 
stream. 
The young goose ranges over the 
farm, along the banks of the ditch or 
pond, along the roadsides and in the 
low grass lands. 
He forages for his 
own feed all day but he loves his 
Jiorae and will be there to sleep. 


I 
When the grain field is cut and 
spared for, the goose should he turned 
Into the stubble. 
Every kernel from 
shattered heads will be picked up and 
every weed will be eaten. 
From the 
stubble field the goose is ready for 
the fattening pen. 
When a business is made of fatten­ 
ing the birds, they should be confined 
In pens lighted at night with lanterns 
so that they may eat as many hours 
per day as possible.
